Yesterday was a proud day for Baltimore, as 
reviving the recollections of dangers, she had

The principal scene of this ceremony was dec- 
orated on every side by the presence of beauty. 
“ You would have thought the very windows 
spoke—so many fair ones, thro’ casements 
darted their devouring eyes, upon the scene.”
